the "scarcity of money," and that this 
scarcity of money is due to the fact that 
we have a single gold standard. 

The continuous repetition of this ab- 
surdity is no; to be accounted for «pon 



Free coinage of both metals never 
has increased the volume of money. 
On the contrary it has always produced 
contraction of the currency by expelling 
the dearer metal in the coinage from 
circulation. Free 
ent conditions at 10 to 1 woold at once 
contract our eurrenty to the extent of 
1625,000,000 by expelling that 
from the country, and it i 
fifteen years to replace this gold with 
silver even if the Mints did nothing bnt 
win silver dollars during the whole 
time. That all this geld would be ex- 
pelled at once Is not an open question. 
It is as clearly demonstrated as any fact 
of history or experience. 

Take the per capita allotment of the 
1 and the silver standard 
e them, if proof is 
needed of what free eeiuage of silver 
will do Uward "expanding" the cur- 
rency. 

England, France, Germany and the 
United States are the great Nations of 
the world which have the gold standard. 

In England the per capita allotment 
is about $20; in Franee.lt is about *37; 
In Germany it is about $19, and In the 
United States It is about $23. 

In Mexico, a silver standard country, 
the per capita is $4 71; in Russia and 
Finland $8 32. and in China $3 26. 

Especial attention of the people who 
believe that free coinage will give more 
money Is ealled to this remarkable fact. 
There Is not a silver standard country 
It the world today which has one-half 
as much money, per capita, as the small- 
d country among all the 
J Nations of the world. 
Free coinage means a silver standard 
with the owelty of money that Is a 
striking feature of the 



of every silver standard country in the 
world. 

As to tii-metalism, about which 
hear so'mnch, it is impracticable 
impossible except with a single gold 
standard. There is no such thing as 
double standard-two things of different 
value expressing the same value, 
just us reasonable to talk about a yard 
measure 3<> inches long aud one 00 inches 
long and both of them declared by law 
to be legal yards. The double standard 
is a mere catch phrase which means 
nothing and cannot mean anything. 
It Is a physical and metaphysical ah 
surdity. 

If by bi-metalism is meant the con- 
current circulation of both metals, then 
the gold standard conntries are the only 
true bi metallic ceuntries, for it is a fact 
easily demonstrable that there is not a 
gold standard country in the world 
which does not nse silver as money 
along with gold, and that there is not a 
single silver standard country in the 
world that nses any gold as money 
aloug with silver. Wherever there is a 
silver standard there is silver monomet- 
alisra, and wherever there is a gold 
itaudard there is the use of both golil 
and silver as money. If the people wish 
silver mouonietalism with a per capita 
of about six dollars they can get it b> 
ng a free coinage law at the ratio 
of 16 t e 1.

If the mileage of the whole country Is lo 
equal that of the state of Massachusetts 
there must be 772,000 mile* of lines, since 
lachuselta baa a mile of railway for 
every four square miles of territory. The 
dullness in railway building in the last 
or three years, which has made 11 v 
log very precarious for engineers and 
re**** la aot likely to last for many 
s mora aa the figures Just quoted 
would seem to indicate.
